Police order for 
‘nuisance’ man

A MAN described by police as a 
“general nuisance” to members of 
the public in Ely has been made 
subject to a Criminal Behaviour 
Order (CBO). 

Todd Germeney, 31, of West 
End Close inWitchford, was made 
subject to the order after plead¬ 
ing guilty to using threatening or 
abusive words or behaviour on 
the day he was due to stand trial at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court last 
Wednesday 

The two-year order bans Ger¬ 
meney from consuming or being 
in possession of alcohol in certain 
public spaces within Ely such as 
the centre of Ely around the ca¬ 
thedral and by the river. 

It also prohibits him from using 
threatening or abusive words or 
behaviour for the same time pe¬ 
riod. 

Magistrates approved the po¬ 
lice’s application for Germeney to 
be made subject to the CBO - and 


also sent him to prison for four 
weeks. 

Sgt Ryan Carter said: “The CBO 
was issued as a result of Germe- 
ney’s continued criminal behav¬ 
iour relating to anti-social behav¬ 
iour, and being a general nuisance 
to other members of the public.” 

Magistrates heard that police 
were called to the grounds of Ely 
Cathedral on the afternoon of 
April 18 - just 10 days after Ger¬ 
meney was released from prison 
for a previous offence, which 
is believed to be the assault on 
Granchester Mysteries author 
fames Runcie. 

As previously reported, Mr 
Runcie was attacked by Germeney 
on September 19 last year as he 
walked to the cathedral, where he 
was due to give a talk. 

In january, Germeney was sen¬ 
tenced to 24 weeks in custody for 
the unprovoked attack. 

In the incident on April 18, Ger¬ 
meney was seen near the cathe¬ 
dral drinking and being verbally 
abusive to passers-by. 

The court heard PCSO Emma 
Graves attended and tried to talk 


to him but he didn’t want to listen. 

Witnesses reported hearing 
Germeney saying he would “kill a 
man”. 

He then threatened to kill the 
PCSO, who called for assistance. 

The defendant was taken to the 
police station as he was believed 
to be a risk to the public. 

Another witness also said they 
saw Germeney walk up to two 
elderly women in their 60s ask¬ 
ing them to “go back to their own 
country” and threatening to kill 
them. 

Magistrates heard that Germe¬ 
ney had a “significant history for 
violent and unpredictable behav¬ 
iour”. 

Ian Graham, mitigating, said 
Germeney’s mental health had 
deteriorated since his last prison 
sentence and his problems were 
‘exacerbated when he drinks’. 

Anyone who sees Germeney 
breaching the conditions of his or¬ 
der should call police on 101.

Former MP 
accused 
of abusing 
young girls 

FORMER Cambridgeshire 
MP Clement Freud has 
been accused of abusing 
two girls between the late 
1940s and 1970s. 

The claims about the 
gourmet and TV celebrity, 
who died in 2009, 
were made in an ITV 
documentary, Exposure: 
Abused And Betrayed - A 
Life Sentence, which was 
due to be televised last 
night. 

In the programme, Sylvia 
Woosley, who first met Sir 
Clement when she was 
10 and later went to live 
with him after her mother's 
marriage broke down, 
claims he molested her 
over several years. 

A second woman, 
who wants to remain 
anonymous, has alleged 
the Liberal politician and 
former MP for North East 
Cambridgeshire also abused 
her as a child and raped 
her when she was 18. 

Sir Clement was first 
elected as an MP in 1973 
in a parliamentary by- 
election for the Isle of Ely 
seat, which was later North 
East Cambridgeshire. 

He went on to represent 
people in the Ely area in 
Parliament until 1987, after 
which he was awarded a 
knighthood. Sir Clement 
died in April 2009.

MARGARET Missin and Tish 
Russell are two grandmoth¬ 
ers determined not to let 
their age hold them back. 

Margaret, from Little 
Downham, celebrated her 
80th birthday last Wednes¬ 
day by leaping 10,000ft out 
of a plane. 

And Tish, 68, from Little- 
port, will be doing exactly 
that on Saturday, June 25. 

Margaret’s main reason 
for choosing to do a tandem 
skydive was to raise funds for 
research into dementia. 

It’s a charity close to her 
heart as her husband, Brian, 
82, has been suffering with 
the illness for around five 
years. 

One of Margaret’s grand¬ 
daughters, Sophie Adams, 
29, also from Little Down- 
ham, joined her on the sky¬ 
dive, and to date, they have 
raised around £3,500 in 
sponsorship. 

Margaret, who has three 
children, eight grandchil¬ 
dren and six great-grand¬ 
children, said: “A few years 
ago when Brian and I were 
on holiday I saw people par¬ 
achuting and I really wanted 
to do it. 

“He said no way but I sup-

She said it was 
exhilarating and she wants 
to do it again on her 90th 
birthday.

A CANDLELIT vigil was held in Ely to 
pay respect to the innocent people 
killed at a gay nightclub in America. 

Forty nine people were killed 
and 53 were injured when gunman 
Omar Mateen opened fire at the 
Pulse nightclub in Orlando on 


Sunday. 

Members of the LGBTQ in Ely 
group came together and held the 
vigil on Monday night to remember 
those caught up in the tragic 
incident. 

In a post on their Facebook group, 


a member said: "People wonder 
why we still celebrate Pride in 2016. 
This is why. Because LGBTQ people 
are still persecuted and killed for 
being true to who they are."

Embassy in London on Tuesday to 
sign a book of condolence.

Fury over law 
firm’s tweets 


A LAW firm which highlight¬ 
ed on social media its suc¬ 
cess in winning cases against 
parents whose children have 
special educational needs 
(SEN) has been axed by the 
county council. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has paid Milton 
Keynes based firm Baker 
Small some £150,000 over 
the past year to represent the 
authority at tribunals with 
parents fighting the care of 
SEN children. 

But the firm has been 
dumped by the council af¬ 
ter public outcry over tweets 
posted on Baker Small’s offi¬ 
cial account. 

These included highlight¬ 
ing a “great win” at a recent 
tribunal, and a post from 
the account later added that 
“whenever someone thinks 
they have won and they have 
conceded 90 per cent of their 
case, it does always make me 
smile”. 

The firm has since de¬ 
leted the tweets and issued 
an apology. But this has not 
stopped angry parents with 
SEN children condemning 
Baker Small - and the coun-

ty council saying it will no 
longer deal with them. 

“We can confirm that we 
will no longer be using Baker 
Small for new cases,” said 
Adrian Loades, the county’s 
executive director for chil¬ 
dren, families and adults. 

“We recognise the damage 
that these tweets have done 
to parental confidence and 
by extension to the poten¬ 
tial relationship between the 
county council and parents. 

“There can be different 
views between parents and 
the local authority in respect 
of SEN support to children, 
and we always work hard to 
avoid this relationship be¬ 
coming adversarial if at all 
possible. 

“There will be current cas¬ 
es that Baker Small are hold¬ 
ing on our behalf, and these 
will be reviewed on a case by 
case basis. In some instances 
it may be better for all par¬ 
ties that Baker Small retain 
the case in order to avoid de¬ 
lay or disruption to decision 


making.” 

Sutton-based Lib Dem 
county councillor, Lorna 
Dupre, was among those fu¬ 
rious by the tweets. She said: 
“The messages appeared to 
gloat at the defeat of parents 
fighting for the interests of 
their children, and laugh at 
those who have lost their 
cases. 

“Many of these cases are 
immensely upsetting, and 
for a company employed by 
the council to publicly hu¬ 
miliate the parents involved 
is unprofessional and totally 
unacceptable.” 

The firm later posted an 
apology online, which read: 
“We recognise the strength 
of feeling following the de¬ 
letion of some of our tweets 
and for the content. We reit¬ 
erate our sincere apology.” 

The company said it would 
make a donation to Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospice South West 
but did not reveal the size of 
the donation.

A PENSIONER has person¬ 
ally thanked the “phenom¬ 
enal” students who rushed 
to his aid when he severely 
broke his leg in two places. 

Bev Lorking, 75, from So- 
ham, was walking his grey¬ 
hound Pat when his left foot 
slipped horizontally into a 
hole in the ground. 

His foot was in an awk¬ 
ward position and he was 
in excruciating pain and 
screaming for help. He has 
two artificial knees and 
wasn’t able to simply lift his 
foot out of the hole and his 
leg started to slip in further 
and further. 

Every time he tried to pull 
his foot out of the hole or 
remove his shoe from his 
foot, he says he could “hear 
bones cracking”. 

Bev, who lives in Col¬ 
lege Road with his wife, 
Lee, eventually managed 
to go down on his side and 
dragged himself along the 
footpath, still crying out for 
help. 

It was as he got near the 
fence surrounding Soham 
Village College’s playing field 
that Bev’s cries for help were 
finally heard - by a group 
of eight students who had 
stayed behind after school 
for a game of football. 

All eight - Jamie Brown, 
Aiden Harlock, Alex Met-

calfe, Ben Storey, Zach Pea¬ 
cock, Adam Drewery, Jake 
Barnes and George Freeman 
- abandoned their kick- 
about and rushed to Bev’s 
help. 

Bev had broken both his 
tibia and his fibula in his 
left leg - breakages so se¬ 
vere that it took emergency 
services nearly four hours to 
get him off the ground. 

Recalling the incident, 
which happened at around 
5.15pm on Friday, May 20, 
Lee, 74, said: “I have never 
heard a man scream like it 
in my life; Bev was in agony. 

“The breaks were so bad 
that the emergency services 
weren’t able to get him off 
the ground until 9.30pm. 

“They were absolutely 
amazing but so too were the 
college boys. 

“One of them dialled 999, 
two of them came to my 
house to tell me what had 
happened, a couple of them 
were standing at the end of 
the Millenium Footpath to 
show the ambulance drivers 
where we were and two of 
them even ran about a mile 
across fields to catch our 
dog, who had decided to go 
off on an adventure. 

“All eight of them stayed 


with us for hours and didn’t 
get to finish their football 
game. They were phenom¬ 
enal and they are a credit 
to their families and their 
school.” 

Bev was taken to Adden- 
brooke’s and, after an op¬ 
eration the following day, he 
was eventually allowed to 
return home the following 
Wednesday. 

But it will be at least six 
months before he is able to 
stand properly again. 

The couple wrote a letter 
to the Ely News thanking the 
students, who they did not 
know by name, for their ef¬ 
forts that evening. 

The Ely News then con¬ 
tacted the college and last 
Friday, Bev was invited 
along to the school to meet 
the students who helped 
him. 

Lee said: “It was really 
emotional actually. All the 
lads said they just did what 
anyone else would have 
done, but what they did for 
us that evening will never be 
forgotten.” 

The pupils were not only 
thanked personally by their 
principal, Dr Carin Tay¬ 
lor, but were also due to be 
given a special mention in 
assemblies this week - and 
given special treatment in 
the school canteen.

Firearm and 
drugs seized

A PROHIBITED firearm 
and more than 60 canna¬ 
bis plants have been seized 
from properties in Ely and 
Beck Row. 

Police officers from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Norfolk and Suf¬ 
folk joined forces to execute 
warrants at two addresses - 
one in Clayway, Ely, and one 
in Willow Park, Beck Row. 

More than 60 cannabis 
plants and a prohibited fire¬ 
arm were discovered at the 
properties, which were raid¬ 
ed last Thursday. 

The firearm and cannabis 
were seized, as was a car and 
a caravan. 

Two men, both aged 20 
and from Ely, were arrested 
on suspicion of burglary. 

A 21-year-old man, from 
Norfolk, was also arrested on 
suspicion of burglary, cul¬ 
tivating cannabis, theft and 
handling stolen goods. 

All three have been bailed 
to attend King’s Lynn Police 



Investigation Centre on July 
29. 

Sgt Phil Priestley, who is 
based in Ely, said: “This was 
an excellent and very suc¬ 
cessful operation.

YOU have had a plethora of letters 
regarding the EU referendum. I'll try 
to reply briefly to each one. 

Mr Paul Garner, of Soham, has 
been busy but he hasn't found the 
time to call on me. If he turns up 
on my doorstep, I'll detain him with 
Remain points that are superior to his 
Leave ones. 

Mr Frank Lindsell, of Ely, cites his 
heroic relatives' heroic roles in the 
second World War.

A future inside 
is very dark... 

VERY little has been said in the

The Littleport 6 
remembered... 

A tribute to the Littleport 6, 200 years on from the anniversary of 
their murder/ execution... 

The Littleport 6, remembered 
1816, a year on from bloody Waterloo. 

The harvests failed again; and rents rise. 

Wages fall as the soldiers come back home. 

Labourers earn just 9 and 6 a week. 

A stone of flour now more than half a crown. 

Low wages not enough for rent and bread. 

So what do poor men do when families starve 
While vicar, farmer, banker and miller prosper? 

May 22nd, they met, they drank, anger spilled out. 

They went for the land owner and the vicar, 

They sought food,wages,beer and money. 

They put wealthy ladies in fear of life and limb. 


Overseer Martin was warned and went to ground. 

Vicar Vachell read the Riot Act and fled to Ely 
Out the back door, post haste, pistol in hand. 

The Bishop summoned cavalry and troopers 
From Bury barracks and Royston town. 

Thursday, May 23rd, the restless men moved to Ely 
And demanded higher wages of the magistrates. 

The gentlemen gave beer and promises 
Until the troops arrived and cleared the streets. 

Friday 24th, the troopers rounded up the men. 

Sindall was shot dead by a trooper as he fled. 

Badger had his chin chopped by a sabre. 

70 were herded back to Ely and the gaol. 

£400 of goods, chattels, cash returned.. 

Warrants and rewards were put out for the rest. 

2 rioters were worth £10 to a labourer in Lakenheath. 
And this is what men do when their families starve. 

In June they put 43 men and Sarah Hobbs on trial 
For their lives , after the Bishop, Judge and notables 
Had breakfasted, in the palace, Halleluhed in the church 


Lunched, and swore in the gentlemen of the jury. 

Saturday 22nd, 1816, 23 men and Sarah Hobbs condemned. 
19 had the sentences commuted, they were all transported.. 

5 labouring Littleport men condemned to death. 

William Beamiss, shoemaker.George Crow, Labourer. 

John Dennis, publican.Isaac Harley, Labourer. 

Thomas South, Labourer, the youngest at 22. 

This is what gentlemen do to those that starve. 

Friday 28th of June,Ely, the 5 men, 300 notables 
With white wands, processed through Ely to Parnell Pits. 
Bishop Bowyer Sparke, chief of justice in the Isle 
Paid for the hanging cords, the cart and hanging ropes. 

The dead men were put on show in Gaol St by the Bell 
Then buried, unmarked, next day in St Mary's yard. 

The warning plaque lists the 5 hanged, but not Sindall, shot. 
No soldier was charged for the Sindall shooting. 

Vicar Vachell got £700 for his losses at the next Assizes. 

So what should poor men do when families starve?

ROBYN Dalby-Stockwell is among the names 
on this year’s Queen’s Birthday Honours List. 

Robyn, 79, who lives in Wilburton, has 
been awarded an MBE for nearly 60 years of 
dedicated service to children with learning 
difficulties. 

She was a pioneer teacher of synthetic 
phonics at a time when the method was con¬ 
sidered unfashionable and irrelevant. 

Robyn was to see standards slip as a result 
of using inferior teaching methods and more 
and more children becoming unable to read. 

Determined to rescue those abandoned by 
their teachers and the education authorities, 
she carried on teaching synthetic phonics us¬ 
ing her own system with remarkable success. 

She accepted any child of any background 
for whatever fees the parents could afford 
and in due course Robyn was vindicated by 
synthetic phonics returning to schools and 
reading standards beginning to improve. 

Now, having taught for 57 years, Robyn is 
nearing her 80th birthday and is determined 
to continue helping her children attain the 
gift of literacy for as long as she is able. 

Commenting on her MBE, she said: “I 
dedicate my honour to all my kids who have 
worked so hard to fulfil their potential.”

memorial 

A PROJECT to research and 
share information on the 
Cambridgeshire soldiers who 
died in the Battle of the Somme 
is to be helped by over £36,000 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has secured 
over £36,000 in Heritage 
Lottery funding to deliver 
'Cambridgeshire Pals, A Digital 
Memorial to the 11th Battalion 
Suffolk Regiment'. 

The project aims to raise 
awareness of the Cambridgeshire 
men who enlisted in the Suffolk 
Regiment and suffered tragic 
losses in the Battle of the Somme 
1916 and to create a digital 
memorial to remember them. 

The project will involve 
local people - Cambridgeshire 
Community Archive Network 
(CCAN) members, families and 
local historians - in research 
into the men who fell. It will be 
delivered in partnership with 
CCAN which celebrates its tenth 
anniversary this year. 

In the year of the 100th 
anniversary, the project seeks 
to recognise the loss and the 
bravery of all those who gave 
their lives in the battle. 

July 1,1916, was the first 
day of the Battle of the Somme, 
which lasted until November 18,

The casualties sustained by the 
11th Battalion Suffolk Regiment 
in just a few hours that morning 
of July 1 were the largest in any 
single battalion in their division.

Townhouses approved 
for rear of Fore Hill 


TWO separate developers have 
received opposing outcomes for 
plans to upgrade adjacent sites 
in Ely. 

Plans to expand 3At3 Real Ale 
and Craft Beer Cafe, at the rear 
of 8, Fore Hill, and to build three 
one-bedroom flats at the site 
have been refused by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee. 

However, proposals to part- 
demolish the rear wing of the 
former Bargain Superstore 
premises at 10, Forehill, which 
backs on to Three Cups Walk, 
to make way for six townhouses 
and an apartment to be built at 
the site, have been approved. 

The decisions on the schemes 
were made at the district coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee meet¬ 
ing last Wednesday.

Local property developer 
James Bateson’s proposals for 
10, Forehill, were first on the 
agenda and Kim Griffin’s appli¬ 
cation for 8, Forehill, was heard 
straight afterwards. 

In his report on Mr Bateson’s 
plans, senior planning officer 
Andrew Phillips said: “The im¬ 
pact upon the rear of 8, Forehill, 
is a significant consideration 
within the determination of this 
application. 

“The proposed development 
at 8, Forehill, in turn would 
cause detrimental overbearing 
if both developments were built. 
It is the view of officers that the 


rear of 8, Forehill, has become 
commercial space as no council 
tax has been paid recently. 

“This weighs in favour of 
granting approval of the devel¬ 
opment at 10, Forehill, which in 
turn, means that the develop¬ 
ment at the rear of 8, Forehill, 
would need to be refused on the 
grounds of detrimental over¬ 
bearing of this proposal.” 

Members followed Mr Phil¬ 
lips’ recommendations and ap¬ 
proved Mr Bateson’s scheme. Mr 
Griffin’s plans were then refused. 

Some residents and business 
owners in Forehill are currently 
able to park in the car park at 
Mr Bateson’s site but his plans 
involve taking up 19 spaces - 
seven for the new townhouses 
and apartment, and 12 for the 
apartments he is planning to 


build above the retail block on 
Ely’s Market Place. 

Mr Phillips said Mr Griffin’s 
development “by virtue of its 
scale, form and design is con¬ 
sidered to significantly harm Ely 
Conservation Area as it does not 
reflect the character of the sur¬ 
rounding area”. 

Concerning Mr Bateson’s 
plans, he said: “While the exter¬ 
nal space is below standard, the 
proposed dwellings have easy 
access to the public open spaces 
that Ely provides.”

MPs call for upgrades at A142/A14 junction 


MP Lucy Frazer is pressing the Gov¬ 
ernment for improvements to the 
junction of the A14 and A142. 

The South East Cambs MP and 
neighbouring MP Matthew Hancock 
met with the Parliamentary Under 
Secretary of State for Transport, MP 
Andrew tones, to raise the issue of 
traffic on the A142. 

They say they stressed to the min¬ 
ister that there are “clear economic 
benefits to improving access and 


infrastructure in the area, especially 
given the rising volume of traffic” 
and that he “listened carefully to 
their concerns”. 

Ms Frazer said: “There is strong lo¬ 
cal support, both from residents and 
councils, for road improvements in 
the area. 

“Currently too much traffic on the 
A14 and A142 means that drivers are 
often forced to make unsafe choices 
when trying to navigate function 37, 


and it is clear that a solution is need¬ 
ed. I am delighted that the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport has considered 
these concerns and I look forward to 
working together with local councils, 
Highways England and the depart¬ 
ment to find a viable solution.” 

Ms Frazer is also pressing for the 
A10 between Ely and Cambridge to 
be upgraded, something which the 
Chancellor told her recently he is 
“looking closely” at.

Zoe, who is studying sport and 
exercise science at the University 
of Lincoln, said: “Sadly, on April 
25 this year, our dad lost his very 
brave battle against pancreatic 
cancer. 

“We were both so proud of 
how well he coped after he was 
diagnosed in February 2015, and 
at the start, even though he was 
going through intense chemo¬ 
therapy, he was still as active as 
he was before, still cycling, run¬ 
ning, going to circuit training and 
spinning.

skydive and when he sees Becky 
hanging out of the plane almost 
crying, but I also know he will be 
so proud.”

But donations started to pour 
in and the brave duo have already 
raised more than £3,000. 

Zoe said: “We’re both totally 
overwhelmed by how generous 
our family and friends have been.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

EJ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

However, once every 
two years, the De Ramseys 
do open the garden to the 
public: held in aid of a host 
of good causes, such as 
children's charity Dreamdrops 
and Cambridgeshire Red 
Cross, they hold a two-day 
Garden Show. 

Back for 2016, this year's 
event takes place on June 
25 and 26, promising not 
only a chance to enjoy the 
garden, but also four 'Chelsea 
standard' show plots, plant 
stalls and talks, a food fair, a 
classic car and cycle display, 
craft and gift stands, live 
music and Wl-catered teas. 

In the space of a single 
weekend, the show raises in 
the region of £60,000. 

Highlights of the garden 
itself include the park, with 
its collection of fledgling 
red-listed oaks; the ox- and 
cowslip-planted meadow, 
with its view down to that 
enormous lake; the various 
avenues which open invitingly 
off the bowling-green lawn, 
leading, among other things, 


to an ethereal white border; 
the rose circle, with its 
fragrant concentric planting 
and focal Millennium Sundial 
(handiwork of architect Peter 
Foster, 'surveyor of the fabric' 
at Westminster Abbey); the 
packed double herbaceous 
border, lined with soldierly 
cylinders of clipped yew; and 
the grey border, pocketed 


with Beth Chatto-designed 
gravel planting. 

All tended by head 
gardener Gavin Smith and 
just two assistants, there's also 
an interesting bog garden, a 
mini arboretum and a long, 
L-shaped rose arch, which, 
like the circle, comes into 
its own just in time for the 
garden show.

UK cars ‘among the 
best kept in the world’ 


U K CARS are among the best 

kept in the world, according to 
a new study. 

Annual spending on the service 
and repair of a UK car is an average 
of £695 - 12 per cent more than 
the global figure, the report by the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT) said. 

The research also found there are 
fewer cars in disrepair, generating 
excess pollution or needing new 
brakes on UK roads compared to 
many other countries. 

Mike Hawes, SMMT chief 
executive, said: "The UK's after- 
market is one of the most competitive 
in the world and plays a critical role 
in keeping Britain's 30 million-plus 
cars roadworthy. 

"Robust competition and a strong 
independent sector have helped 
reduce the cost of vehicle ownership 
in the UK and provided greater 
choice to consumers. 

"For this growth to be sustained, 
however, the sector must stay abreast 
of evolving vehicle technologies and 
changing mobility patterns." 

The report calculated that the 
after-market sector generates £12.2 
billion for the UK and supports 
345,000 jobs.
